THE LESSON OF THE LOCK-OUT. 

No one can fegret- that the lock-out of 
piano-makers has ended in. a surrender of 
their false. position by the employers; . but 
itis greatly to be regretted that such .&-po- 
sition should have been taken. Tho result 
can hardly fail to. encourage the idea on the 
part of workmen that the, policy of coercion 
by the union has achieved a success, where- 
as it was an adoption of the principles of 
the union that really failed. I+. has ong 
been. the custom to . condémn all .at- 
tempts by trades-unions to dictate to em- 
ployers and to enforee demands by @ gen- 
eral stoppage of work, and. in this case, 
&, number of, prominent manufacturers 
adopted the very tactics that have been: the 
subject of so much censure, and undertook 
to: eoerce. a body of workmen in one shop 
by locking ont 4ll these employed in a, num- 
ber of shops which were assumed to have a 
controlling. power in the business. This 
course involved the injustice of punishing a 
latge foree of mon for the-offense.of.a small 
part of their number, and no. distinction 
was made between those belonging to the 
union,’ and bound by its rules.to sustain the 
strikers, and those who were.under no sueh 
obligation, ..
